dealers before 
they 
proceeded 
to 
their old stands.

might leave them high and dry for 
products, righted this condition long 
before the change came. 
They se 
cured contracts with a few of the 
independent Chinese grow ers, or with 
the w hite vegetable farm ers, who are 
in the m inority . 
Business on both 
of the m arkets was active.

was plenty of fruit and truck left at 
noon to supply tne sm all trade.
